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REMARKS 

Claims 1-51 are pending in this application, of which claims 1-2, 4-6, 8-10, 12-14, 16-19, 
25-28, 30-36, 40-41, 43-44, 49 and 51 have been amended. No new claims have been added. 
The Examiner has objected to the Abstract for various informalities. 
Accordingly, a corrected Abstract is attached hereto. 

Claims 18-25 and 27-51 stand rejected under 35 USC §112, second paragraph, as 
indefinite. 

Accordingly, claims 1-2, 4-6, 8-10, 12-14, 16-19, 25-28, 30-36, 40-41, 43-44, 49 and 51 
have been amended to correct the noted instances of indefiniteness, and the 35 USC §112, 
second paragraph, rejection should be withdrawn. 

There are no prior art rejections of the claims. 

The Examiner has allowed claims 1-17 and 26, and has indicated that claims 18-25 and 
27-51 would be allowable if amended to overcome the 35 USC §112, second paragraph, 
rejection. Claims 18-25 and 27-51 have been so amended. 

In view of the aforementioned amendments and accompanying remarks, claims 1-51, as 
amended, are in condition for allowance, which action, at an early date, is requested.
